AUTHORIZATION TO BEGIN LEGAL PROCEEDINGS

The United States, through the Department of the Interior,
proposes to sell 0oil and gas leases on the OQuter Continental
Shelf off the coast of Southern California. A review of the
latest lease map discloses the intent of the United States to
include lands within this sale, the ownership of which is claimed
by the State of California and under the jurisdiction of the
State Lands Commission. The United States Supreme Court, in

case of U. S. v California, 782 US 448, recognized that a dispute
oxists over the boundaries of these parcels of land. The Supreme
Court retained original jurisdiction to resolve the question of
the disputed boundaries. The parcels of land in question are

as follows:

The acreage figures listed above are approximate only. In view

tion to resolve this matter.
